— Nationalist China today 
assumed full responsibility 
for the flight of an Anteri- 
man — made VZ plane 
which 
the 
Communists 
claim to have shot down 
over the China mainland. 


Peiping practically gnored Tai­ 
pei and laid the whole blame on 
the United States. It loosed a prop- 
paganda barrage that blistered 
U.S. 
policies on Cuba, 
Berlin, 
Southeast Asia and other trouble 
spots around tile world. 


Peiping Radio said the plane 
was shot down Sunday over south­ 
east China by “an air force unit.” 
It gave no further details and 
did not disclose the pilot’s fate. 


Nationalist Chinese officials laid 
intelligence experts were trying to 
learn just what happened-whether 
the extremely high altitude plane 
was forced down to lower altitudes 
by engine trouble or whether the 
Chinese Reds possibly had used 
Soviet ground-to-air missiles to 
knock it down. 


Tells Of Miscues 


A Chinese Communist pilot, Liu 
Chen, who defected to the Nation­ 
alists last March, said he had 
learned before leaving the main­ 
land that Peiping had received 
ground - to - air missiles from 
the Russians. 


Officials in Taipei and Washing­ 
ton disclosed for the first time 
that Nationalist China had bought 
two U2 planes from the Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp. in July, 1960. 


A State Department official in 
Washington said so far as he knew 
no restrictions had been imposed 
at that time as to how and where 
the Nationalists might use the 
planes. 


A Nationalist spokesman said the 
planes arrived in December, 1960,
